BYU  Tour  Leaves  On 
jiTrip  to  Biblical  Lands 

: A BYU  tour,  sponsored  by  the  Travel  Studies  Dept., 

will  leave  Saturday  for  a six-week  study  of  Bible  and  Book 
l of^Iormon  lands. 

UNDER  THE  direction  of  Dr.  Lynn  M.  Hilton,  chair- 
I man  of  the  BYU-Salt  Lake  Adult  Education  Center,  the  tour 
will  include  visits  to  Hebron,  the  ancient  home  of  Abraham 
, in  Jordan,  Israel,  Egypt,  Syria  and  the  ruins  around  Mexico 
Citv  and  Merida,  Yucatan. 

THIRTY-FIVE  people,  includ- 
ing the  director  and  his  assistant, 
Prof.  Ellis  T.  Rasmussen,  assist- 
ant professor  of  Religious  Ins- 
truction at  BYU,  will  participate 
on  the  tour.  Tour  members  have 
been  instructed  at  length  on  the 
ideas  and  questions  they  should 
formulate  while*  visiting  these 
lands.  They  will  be  gone  40  days 
and  will  visit  15  foreign  countries, 
covering  21,000  miles. 

THIS  IS  the  first  time  that 
Book  of  Mormon  and  Bible  Land 
tours  have  been  combined  into 
one  tour,  offered  for  the  price  of 
one. 

Dr.  Hilton  served  as  assistant 
to  the  BYU  dean  of  Adult  Educa- 
tion ' and  Extensions  from  1953- 
^ 58,  and  is  presently  the  Chair- 
man  of  Adult  Education  Center 
and  Assoc.  Professor  of  Educa- 
tion in  Salt  Lake  City.

AVIGNON,  France  — President  Charles  De  Gaulle,  in  a 
“meet-the-people"  swing  through  the  Rhone  River  Valley, 
said  Wednesday  France  is  determined  to  continue  nuclear 
tests  despite  the  treaty  banning  such  experiments  every- 
where except  underground. 

De  Gaulle  has  refused  to  sign  the  pact,  prefernng  to 
press  on  and  develop  a nuclear  capability  for  France. 

In  a series  of  five  speeches  before  large  crowds  in  flag- 
draped  villages,  De  Gaulle  said  he  will  not  knuckle  under 
what  he  called  the  nuclear  “hegemony”  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Soviet  Union.

Dominican  Amy  Arrests 
President  Juan  Bosch 


SANTO  DOMINGO,  Dominican  Republic,  (UPI)— The 
armed  forces  Wednesday  deposed  and  arrested  President 
•Tuan  Bosch  in  a move  they  heralded  as  an  Anti-Communist 
coup. 

The  Communist  party  was  outlawed,  the  ^ new  constitu- 
tion annulled,  Congress  dissolved  and  a provisional  govern- 
ment set  up. 

BOSCH  AND  HIS  entire  cabinet  were  held  prisoners  in 
the  / presidential  palace.  A manifesto  signed  by  26  of  the 
nation’s  top  military  leaders,  including  the  chiefs  of  the 
Army,  Navy,  Air  Force  and  Police,  pledged  continued  Domin- 
ican adherence  to  treaty  obligations. 

In  Washington,  the  State  Department  announced  sus- 
pension of  relations  with  the  Dominican  Republic  and  a 
cutoff  of  aid.  A spokesman  desciibed  the  overthrow  of  the 
Bosch  regime  as  “a  loss  to  the  policies  of  tiie  countries  of 
this  hemisphere,  as  well  as  our  own  . . .”  ■ 

THE  COUP,  CARRIED  out  at  3 a.m.,  was  accomplished 
without  bloodshed.  Bosch,  according  to  Washington  dispatch- 
es, made  several  desperate  efforts  to  contact  friendly  Latin 
American  leaders  abroad  by  telephone  to  stave  off  the  revolt. 

Bosch  and  Mrs.  Bosch,  the  latter  of  Cuban  birth,  made 
telephone  calls  to  the  presidents  of  Mexico,  Costa  Rica  and 
Venezuela  and  the  Governor  of  Puerto  Rico  before  commun- 
ications were  cut,  according  to  U.  S.  State  Department 
sources. 

Bosch  was  represented  as  appealing  for  support  from 
outside  to  discourage  tlie  military  leaders  from  going  through 
with  their  coup. 

Mrs.  Bosch  also  called  the  chairman  of  the  council  of  the 
Organization  of  American  States,  Ambassador  Gonzalo  Facio, 
in  Washington,  before  the  lines  were  cut. 

THE  COUP  LEADERS  included  Generals  Antonio  Im- 
bert  and  Luis  Amiama,  only  survivors  of  the  group  of  pol- 
itical dissidents  who  assassinated  ex-dictator  Gen.  Rafael 
L.  Trujillo  in  1961  to  start  the  Dominican  Republic  on  the 
road  to  democracy  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  30  years. 

Bosch,  elected  onlj’-  seven  months  ago,  was  the  country’s 
first  democratically-selected  president  since  the  early  ‘30’s. 

Radio  Santo  Domingo,  the  government  transmitter,  con- 
veyed first  official  news  of  the  coup  to  the  people.  It  termed 
the  revolt  “a  logical  consequence  of  the  popular  desperation 
against  the  progi’essive  and  alarming  advance  of  Commun- 
ism” in  the  Dominican  Republic. 

only  TWO  DAYS  ago,  the  political  opposition  and 
business  elements  in  Santo  Domingo  called  a general  strike 
“against  Communism”  to  protest  the  government’s  inability 
or  unwillingness  to  act  against  the  radicals.

MOCK  H.AM  dinner  can  be 
made  in  one-half  an  hour.  Ingre- 
dients needed  are: 

1 can  pork  loaf  (Spam,  Treet, 
etc.) 

1 can  potatoes  or  fresh  pota- 
toes cut  in  quarters 
i cup  orange  marmalade  or 
crushed  pineapple. 

Dash  paprika 
1 package  frozen  broccoli! 

1 package  ready-to-mix  cheese 
sauce,  optional. 

Make  diagonal  cuts  one  quarter 
inch  deep  into  the  pork  loaf. 
Spread  the  J cup  of  marmalade 
or  pineapple.  Place  potatoes  on 
the  same  baking  dish  (a  square 
cake  pan  or  Cookie  sheet  will  do). 
Sprinkle  potatoes  with  paprika. 
Bake  at  325°  twenty  to  twenty- 
five  minutes,  or  until  done.^ 
WHILE  THE  meat  and  pota- 
toes cook,  prepare  the  vegetable 
and  cheese  sauce  according  to 
package  instructions.  Drain  veg- 
etable, pour  cheese  over  it.

TH.AT’S  THE  ^AY  BYU’s 
head  football  coach  Hal  Mitchell 
dew.s  the  Football  Rules  Com- 
ffittee’s  latest  substitution  ruling 
chat  went  into  effect  this  fall. 
Mitchell,  who  wishes  the  college 
20iChes  themselves  would  have 
haimore  say  in  the  matter,  voic- 
3d  this  opinion  earlier  this  fall. 

“Actually,  the  rule  will  help 
equalize  the  teams,”  admitted 
Mitchell,  “but  it  will  also  make 
the  game  harder  to  play  and  also 
divert  too  much  of  the  coaches’  at- 
tention to  substitutions  and  away 
from  the  game  itself.” 

^KED  ABOUT  BYU’s  plans 
for  meeting  the  new  substitution 
situations,  Mitchell  indicated  the 
Oewgars  will  rely  on  one  or  two 
units  for  platooning,  using  three 
or  four  additional  substitutes  to 
flash  into  the  game  as  the  occas- 
ten ; permits.
